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Mr. Qeorge W. Perkini thinki tliut with the arrival of peace al- 
ter the war will come a soeial and industrial struggle of unprecedent- 
ed proportions, iu which victory will go to the nation that has the 
highest ideals. He believe that for the twenty-five years immediately 
following the war humanity will progress at a pace unmatched in 
the history of the world. 

, "As 1 see it," he said in an address delivered to officer stu- 
dents of the Young Men's Christian Association in Brooklyn, "we, 
of this country, will be useful or useless iu this war according to the 
promptness with which we can turn from the pursuit of money- 
making to the great fundamental queationi that are today stirring 
the world." Freedom in Russia, class eradication iu England, and 
the stirring of republicanism in Germany— all symptoms of what are 
considered the higher education of the world— will develop iu this 
country, Mr. Perkins thinks, into a great readjustment iu business, 
social and religious affairs. . 

Mr. Perkins explained in this connection that one of his rea- 
sons for favoring universal military service is bis belidWthat it stim- 
ulates in the heart and mind of every lad a keen reantation of his 
duty to his country, whether that duty be on the tiring line iu the 
war or in the war or in some humble position in the fldininist ration 
of affairs of his town, his State or his nation. "The present inef- 
ficient, unintelligent administration of public affairs that exists in 
this country today," he declares, "is largely due to the fact that 
business men generally have entirely neglected their public duties 
and have left them to Tom, Dick and Harry to discharge." 

This is an optimistic view of the future, but if Mr. Perkini 
is right in believing that in the readjustment of affairs men will

RUSSIAN WAR MISSION 

BEACHES PACIFIC PORT 

Washington, June 18— The Russian 
mission to the United States, headed 
by Boris A. Bakhmetieff as special am- 
bassador, has landed at a Pacific port.

(li top with salt, pressing down firm- 
ly. Cover and allow to remain undis- 
turbed until cold weather, Mutter pack- 
ed in this way will keep in perfect 
condition until next Spring,
